ABCC  Reverses  Decision 


BOSTON— The  Massachusetts  Alcoho¬ 
lic  Beverages  Control  Commission,  in  a 
unanimous  decision  on  December  24, 
overturned  an  order  of  the  Boston  Licens¬ 
ing  Board  of  two  weeks  ago  rolling  back 
the  2  AM  closing  times  of  Jacques  and 
The  Other  Side  to  1  AM,  and  restored  the 
original  2  AM  closing  hours.  The  ABCC 
found  that  there  was  no  proper  notice  for 
the  roll-back,  nor  were  there  sufficient 
reasons  given. 

The  Bay  Village  Neighborhood  Associa¬ 
tion,  claiming  that  the  two  gay  bars  con¬ 
tribute  to  a  high  degree  of  crime  and  noise 
in  the  area,  has  been  seeking  to  close  the 
two  establishments  for  three  years.  The 
new  ABCC  decision  forces  the  case  back 
to  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  for  the 
fourth  time. 

Attorney  Frank  DiMento,  counsel  to 
the  management  of  the  two  bars,  is  un¬ 
concerned  that  the  issue  has  turned  into 
what  appears  to  be  a  political  football, 
saying  “We  have  the  law  on  our  side.” 
DiMento  said  that  the  Bay  Village  resi¬ 
dents— whom  he  described  as  having  a 
great  deal  of  financial  and  political  mus¬ 
cle— would  probably  continue  to  base 
their  actions  and  hopes  on  the  immense 
amount  of  publicity  and  political  clout 
that  they  can  muster  up. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Geohegan,  past  president 
of  the  BVNA  and  currently  the  defendant 


in  a  half-million  dollar  libel  suit  brought 
by  the  owners  of  the  two  bars,  Carmine 
and  Henry  Vara  (who  charge  him  with 
slandering  them  as  members  of  “the  Ma¬ 
fia”),  apparently  agrees  with  DiMento 
that,  in  the  end,  the  matter  will  “finally 
be  adjudicated  in  the  courts.”  Both  he 
and  DiMento  have  little  faith  in  the  exped¬ 
iency  of  either  the  ABCC  or  the  city’s 
Licensing  Board. 

DiMento  said  that  he  is  also  uncon¬ 
cerned  that  the  city’s  ruling  not  to  allow 
the  further  deployment  of  paid-detail 
members  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment’s  Tactical  Patrol  Force  to  work  in 
the  area  was  left  unaltered.  “We  do  not 
need  the  police  at  our  bars.  Our  patrons 
are  no  more  noisy  at  two  o’clock  than  the 
people  at  the  Wilbur  Theater,”  he  said. 

DiMento  also  intimated  to  GCN  that 
he  will  soon  be  filing  a  lawsuit  against 
Boston  Police  Superintendent  Joseph  M. 
Jordan,  charging  him  with  obstruction  of 
justice.  DeMento  said  that  Jordan  is 
harassing  TPF  officers  that  testify  favor¬ 
ably  to  the  barowner’s  position.  DiMento 
said  that  he  objects  strongly  to  Jordan’s 
philosophy  that  “if  the  police  officers 
testify  favorably  then  they  must  be  lying.” 

Rep.  Barney  Frank,  whose  district  in¬ 
cludes  the  Bay  Village,  charged  last  week 
that  there  is  a  “corrupt  relationship”  be¬ 


Women  Confront 
Gay  Rights  Congress

The  First  International  Gay  Rights  Con¬ 
gress  was  held  Dec.  1 8-22  in  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  and  marked  a  historic  event  in 
the  history  of  the  fight  for  gay  liberation. 
Historic  because  it  was  the  first  but  gay  lib¬ 
eration  should  have  had  the  word  male 
included.  The  organizers  of  the  Congress 
largely  ignored  women  in  the  planning 
stages  and  throughout  and  placed  them  in 
a  secondary  position  in  the  Congress,  a  posi¬ 
tion  into  which  women  have  been  placed 
throughout  their  history. 

Upon  our  arrival,  we  learned  that  many 
groups  (mostly  women's)  had  boycotted 

TTftr  because  TjT  the  sexf-st  nature 

of  the  organization.  The  women  delegates 
present  held  a  caucus  and  the  issue  of  sex¬ 
ism  was  put  to  the  Congress  the  following 
morning  with  the  result  being  that  the  issue 
of  sexism  would  be  the  primary  issue  of  the 
Congress  since  it  is  related  to  and  trans¬ 
cends  all  other  issues. 

Delegates  to  the  Congress  came  from  all 
over  the  world  including  North,  Central  and 
South  America;  Europe,  Britain,  Australia, 
Israel,  and  Asia.  There  were  37  American 
delegates  including  five  from  Boston.  The 
major  sessions  of  the  Congress  were  de¬ 
voted  to  Laws  National  and  International; 
Status  of  Gay  Women;  The  Fight  against 
Persecution;  Counseling  and  Befriending; 
Needs  of  Young  and  Older  Homosexuals; 
International  Action  and  Federation.  Some 
of  the  workshops  were  the  Media,  Women, 
Religion,  Gay  Research,  and  Sexual  Mi¬ 
norities. 

One  of  the  brighter  spots  of  the  Con¬ 
gress  was  the  First  Gay  March  in  Edinburgh. 


It  grew  out  of  lack  of  media  coverage.  We 
were  being  ignored  again.  Our  permit  was 
for  20  but  almost  500  marched,  cheered 
and  chanted  through  the  streets  to  the 
Scotsman  (local  newspaper)  and  to  the 
B.B.C.  The  net  result  at  that  time  was  a  ful 
time  reporter  assigned  to  the  Congress  by 
the  newspaper  and  interviews  on  the  B.B.C 
a  very  tangible  victory. 

Two  major  papers  presented  that  re¬ 
ceived  the  most  response  from  Congress 
were  from  a  gay  brother  relating  the  op¬ 
pression  in  Spain  where  people  can  be 
jailed.it  they  think  that  you  are  gay  and 
you  receive  shock  treatments.  This  Is  the 

Spanish  government’s  way  of  controlling 
people-gay  or  straight. 

The  othe  paper  was  presented  by  a  les¬ 
bian  mother  from  Britain  whe  related  how 
the  women’s  movement  disowns  lesbian 
mothers  because  they  are  lesbians  and  the 
lesbian  movement  disowns  her  because  she 
has  proof  of  her  heterosexuality,  i.e.,  a  chil 

Two  of  the  more  important  actions 
taken  by  the  Congress  are:  To  organize  the 
First  International  Lesbian  Congress  to  be 
held  in  Norway  August  1975  as  1975  has 
been  designated  as  Women’s  Year.  The  Sec¬ 
ond  International  Gay  Rights  Congress  will 
be  held  in  Puerto  Rico  during  Easter  of 
1976.  Five  major  Task  Forces  have  been  set 
up  to  hopefully  ensure  a  more  successful 
Second  Congress.  The  five  Task  Forces  will 
be  working  on  communications  with  gay 
organizations;  international  organizations, 
finance,  oppression  and  the  actual  organiza 
tion  of  the  next  Congress. 


tween  the  TPF  and  the  Vara  brothers. 
DiMento  said  that  Frank  is  “more  amus¬ 
ing  than  effective”  and  that  Frank  should 
“know  better  after  two  months  of  law 
school.”  (Rep.  Frank  is  a  student  at  Har¬ 
vard  Law  School). 

Frank’s  charge  was  based  on  the  ob¬ 
servation  that  although  Police  Supt.  Jor¬ 
dan  had  strongly  urged  the  Licensing 
Board  to  revoke  the  bars’  licenses  (calling 
them  an  “inordinate  drain”  on  the  police), 
TPF  officers  consistently  either  failed  to 
produce  strong  evidence  against  the  two 
establishments,  or  simply  supported  the 
position  of  the  barowners  completely. 

A  follow-up  hearing  of  the  Boston  Li¬ 
censing  Board  will  be  held  in  January  to 
determine  the  reasons  for  the  roll-back  of 
hours  of  the  two  bars.

GALLO  BOYCOTT 


ORONO-Plans  are  underway  for  the 
second  annual  Maine  gay  conference.  Cal¬ 
led  Symposium  II  the  event  is  tentatively 
scheduled  to  be  held  again  on  the  Orono 
campus  of  the  University  of  Maine.  Chair¬ 
person  Steve  Bull  met  recently  with  Vice 
President  Kaplan  and  Student  Senate  Presi¬ 
dent  Jeanne  Bailey  to  confirm  plans  and 
dates.  It  was  suggested  during  the  meeting 
that  Bull  make  an  appointment  with  the 
school  President,  Dr.  Howard  Neville,  to 
keep  lines  of  communication  open.  Last 
years  conference  ran  into  difficulties  when 
school  officials  refused  to  confirm  the 
availability  of  campus  facilities.  Threaten¬ 
ed  legal  action  by  W-SC  members  forced 
the  University  to  reconsider  their  action 
and  the  conference  was  held  as  originally 
planned. 

The  Maine  Gay  Task  Force  and  Steve 
Bull’s  parents  have  each  contributed  a 
generous  sum  toward  this  year’s  Symposium 
II.  The  funds  will  be  used  to  pay  an  over¬ 
due  bill  to  the  school’s  security  force  for 
their  presence  at  last  year’s  conclave. 
Wilde-Stein  members  will  work  with  the 
Maine  Gay  Task  Force  people  to  put  on 
this  year’s  event.  Coordinators  for  the 
University’s  effort  include  Steve  Bull,  John 
Frank,  Sharon  Doucy  and  Susan  Henderson. 
Donation  are  being  solicited. 

Two  Wilde-Stein  members  attended  the 
first  Peer  Sexuality  Counseling  training  ses¬ 
sions.  The  meetings  are  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Dean  of  Residential  Life.  Frank  re¬ 
ported  that  the  assigned  reading  on  homo¬ 
sexuality  was  outdated.  It  referred  to  gay¬ 
ness  as  “deviancy”  and  classified  it  with 
bestiality  and  necrophilia.  Frank  recom¬ 
mended  Weinberg’s  book,  Society  and  the 
Healthy  Homosexual.  ./ 


Despite  cold  weather  and  occasional 
police  harrassment,  Beacon  Hill  gays  and 
straights  continue  their  support  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Farm  Workers  (AFL-CIO)  Gallo  boy¬ 
cott.  Nine  weeks  of  picket  lines  at  Hunt¬ 
er’s  Liquors  (across  the  street  from  the 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse)  has  apparent¬ 
ly  not  daunted  the  UFW  support  commit¬ 
tee  members,  nor  has  it  yet  convinced  the 
store  manager  to  remove  non-union  wines 
from  his  stock.  Farm  workers  have  asked 
national  support  of  their  demands  for  se¬ 
cret  referendum  on  the  issue  of  union  ^ 
choice.  Gallo  management  signed  a  “sweet¬ 
heart”  contract  with  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Teamsters  without  ever 
seeking  employee  endorsement. 

“I  don’t  see  how  anyone  could  by  the 
stuff-especially  not  gays.  We  know  what 
economic  oppression  means!”  Such  re¬ 
marks  are  commonly  heard  on  the  line  a- 
long  with  reminders  to  “keep  it  moving” 
from  the  private  duty  police  hired  by  Hun¬ 
ters’  management.  UFW  supporters  note 
that  the  response  from  the  gay  community 
has  been  encouraging. 

One  union  staffer  expressed  amazement 
at  learning  that  Anthony  Costa,  a  Sporters 
patron,  had  circulated  a  petition  to  remove 
Gallo  from  that  bar.  “I’ve  never  heard  of 
anything  like  that  before.  Usually  we  hear 
about  a  bar  selling  Gallo  and  send  a  delega¬ 
tion  to  investigate.”  In  spite  of  this  inde¬ 
pendent  action,  however,  Sporters  return¬ 
ed  Gallo  port  to  their  open  stock  after  six 
months  of  boycotting.  Renewed  pressure 
has  apparently  led  to  a  second  removal 
since  employees  at  Sporters  have  twice 
claimed  that  the  bar  is  again  “clean.”  Gays 
wishing  to  support  the  Gallo  boycott  can 


express  their  disapproval  whenever  they  see 
it  being  sold  in  bars.  In  addition,  anyone 
interested  in  joining  the  Hunters’  picket 
line  (Friday  and  Saturday  nights),  should 
call  Howard  Segars,  742-3619.

THE  FACE  OF  REPRESSION 

{The  Gay  Liberator)  An  investigation 
made  by  the  Protestant  Church  of  Austria 
last  year  estimates  that  at  least  220,000 
gays  were  killed  in  Nazi  prison  camps  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  Two.  Contemporary  ob¬ 
servers  in  Austria  note  that  while  the  situ¬ 
ation  is  different  now,  it  is  hardly  free. 
Homosexuality  is  still  illegal  under  age  18, 
male  pornography  and  prostitution  are 
heavily  punished  and  gays  are  forbidden  to 
organize  publicly.

DURHAM-The  University  of  New 
Hampshire’s  Gay  Students  Organization 
looks  forward  to  an  active  spring  semester 
when  school  resumes  January  23. 

The  main  thrust  of  the  GSO’s  activity  this 
year  is  to  educate  the  community— to  clear 
up  misconceptions  spread  by  the  Manches¬ 
ter  Union  Leader  and  the  governor  of  this 
state,  and  to  provide  an  atmosphere  in 
which  our  closeted  sisters  and  brothers  will 
feel  more  free  to  come  out.  GSO  plans  to 
educate  the  community  through  further 
speaking  engagements  and  sexuality  work¬ 
shops. 

Last  semester  GSO  speaking  engagements 
were  limited  to  classes  such  as  Social  Prob¬ 
lems,  etc.,  to  which  it  had  been  invited. 

Plans  for  future  speaking  include  engage¬ 
ments  with  religious  leaders  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  and  speaking  in  the  dorms. 

GSO  will  also  be  working  with  the  Hu¬ 
man  Sexuality  Center  which  does  sexuality 
workshops  on  topics  varying  from  all  in¬ 
clusive  human  sexuality  to  birth  control. 
These  workshops  are  done  by  groups  of  two 
to  five  people:  GSO  and  Kathy  Mirmil  Gray 
who  heads  the  Human  Sexuality  Center 
hope  to  include  a  gay  person  in  each  of 
these  workshops. 

Other  plans  the  GSO  hopes  to  realize 
include  the  possibility  of  a  New  England 
Gay  Students  Conference  to  be  held  at  the 
University  in  the  spring.

what  he  is  talking  about. 

Until  four  years  ago  the  SWP  expelled 
homosexuals  who  were  discovered  in  the 
Party.  When  members  advocated  Social¬ 
ism,  they  proudly  pointed  to  the  example 
of  Cuba,  a  nation  that  has  harshly  repress¬ 
ed  its  maricones.  Suddenly,  without  a 
word  of  apology,  they  told  us  they  were 
on  our  side!  They  assured  us,  curiously, 
that  the  Party  had  many  gay  members. 
(Where  had  they  been  all  this  time?  Had 
they  all  come  out  en  masse?) 

Having  been  involved  in  the  antiwar 
movement,  I  already  suspected  the  SWP  as 
a  pretty  opportunistic  bunch.  Two  years 
before,  their  cause  had  been  the  G.I.  re-, 
sistance  to  the  war,  then  a  year  later  the 
women’s  struggle.  Now  it  was  our  turn. 
The  SWP  attempted  to  take  over  Gay 
Pride  Week,  promoting  its  own  members 
as  “representatives”  of  our  organizations 
to  the  media.  They  included  one  Party 
member  who  had  attended  one  meeting 
of  the  Student  Homophile  League  and  a 
SWP  political  candidate  imported  from 
New  York.  Evidently  we  could  not  be 
trusted  to  present  ideas  on  gay  liberation 
to  the  Party’s  satisfaction. 

The  disquieting  presence  of  the  SWP 
continued  throughout  Gay  Pride  Week, 
generating  considerable  resentment.  The 
sight  of  Party  members  attempting  to 
place  their  literature  on  a  gay  publications 
table  at  a  teach-in  at  Old  West  Church  was 
the  last  straw,  and  the  meeting  became  an 
angry  confrontation  between  the  SWP  and 
the  gay  people.  Several  women  attacked 
the  SWP  for  exercising  the  same  high-hand¬ 
ed  tactics  toward  the  gay  movement  that 
it  had  used  toward  the  women’s  move¬ 
ment  the  year  before.  They  could  detail 
how  groups  had  been  infiltrated  and  sub¬ 
verted.  By  now  they  had  the  support  of 
the  audience.  No  matter  what  the  SWP 
members  said,  they  were  disbelieved,  and 
at  times  heckled,  because  the  gays  were 
aware  of  how  they  had  been  used. 

My  purpose  here  is  not  to  beat  a  dead 
horse  (you  can  read  more  details  in  Fag 
Rag  ,  No.  2),  but  to  substantiate  David’s 
charges.  I  know  their  propensity  for 
joining  other  people’s  movements,  for  at¬ 
tempting  to  subvert  them  for  their  own 
purposes  while  taking  credit  for  accomp¬ 
lishments  that  were  not  theirs.

Wilde's  Life  Still  Unrecorded 


The  Unrecorded  Life  of  Oscar  Wilde 

by  Rupert  Croft-Cooke 
289  pp.  N.Y.:  David  McKay  &  Co.,  Inc.

Biographies  of  famous  homosexuals 
traditionally  have  had  one  element  in  com¬ 
mon:  a  thorough  cover-up  of  the  subject’s 
emotional  and  sexual  life.  Oscar  Wilde  has 
been  one  exception  to  this  rule  because  of 
his  notoriety  due  to  his  trials.  Wilde,  the 
famous  Victorian  playwright,  was  tried 
and  convicted  of  sodomy.  After  his  death 
quite  a  few  people  wrote  about  him;  even 
friends  and  enemies  cashed  in  on  Wilde 
and  wrote,  often  fictionalizing  as  they 
went  along.  The  result,  in  Oscar  Wilde 
scholarship,  has  been  confusion,  contra¬ 
diction  and  sometimes  downright  dishon¬ 
esty.  The  Unrecorded  Life  of  Oscar  Wilde 
sets  out  to  clear  up  many  of  the  distor¬ 
tions  about  Wilde’s  life. 

Croft-Cooke  spends  his  entire  first  chap¬ 
ter  summarizing  other  biographies,  compar¬ 
ing  and  evaluating  them  in  the  process. 

The  differences  in  the  story  they  tell  are 
incredible.  Croft-Cooke  aims  for  a  much 
more  factual  biography.  His  method  is  a 
good  one:  he  pays  close  attention  to  the 
letters.  (Fortunately  Wilde  was  a  prolific 
correspondent.) 

The  letters  are  revealing.  Croft-Cooke 
is  of  the  opinion  that  they  are  the  real 
contribution  Wilde  made  to  English  litera¬ 
ture,  not  the  plays,  as  i9  usually  assumed. 
Croft-Cooke  relates  the  numerous  love 
affairs  of  Wilde,  from  his  early  romance 
with  Frank  Miles  to  the  true  love  of  his 
life,  Bosie  Douglas.  We  learn  much  about 
Wilde’s  personality— his  dry  >  English  wit, 
his  inordinate  pride,  and  his  lusts— for  food, 
drink,  and  nice  English  boys.  We  also  see 
Wilde’s  tragic  flaw,  his  inability  to  make 
clear,  levelheaded  decisions  arid  plans,  a 
fault  which  was  responsible  for  getting 


him  arrested  and  tried  for  sodomy  in  the 
first  place.  Granted,  England  had  just  re¬ 
cently  institued  its  sodomy  laws  and  was 
definitely  a  homophobic  society  during 
the  Victorian  Era,  but  Wilde  could  have 
easily  avoided  his  arrest  and  imprison¬ 
ment  if  he  had  had  the  ability  to  think 
clearly  in  a  difficult  situation,  which  he 
did  not.  In  a  very  real  way,  he  brought 
the  world  down  on  himself,  but  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  he  became  a  martyr  to  the  cause  of 
gay  liberation,  during  his  own  time,  and 
since. 

The  book,  however  has  odd  gaps.  Croft- 
Cooke  fails  to  deal  with  the  paradoxes  in 
Wilde’s  personality.  From  Wilde’s  school¬ 
boy  association  with  the  Oxford  Move¬ 
ment  to  his  deathbed  conversion  to  Cathol¬ 
icism,  Wilde  was  strangely  (indeed)  attract¬ 
ed  to  the  Church,  although  he  was  not  pi¬ 
ous.  As  he  put  it  himself,  “My  position  is 
curious:  I  am  not  a  Catholic:  I  am  simply 
a  violent  Papist.” 

Croft-Cooke  similarly  avoids  discussion 
in  any  depth  of  Wilde’s  marriage.  Croft- 
Cooke’s  position  on  homosexuality  is  am¬ 
biguous,  which  may  be  the  reason  for  the 
failure  of  his  book  to  deal  with  the  Wilde 
personality  in  its  entirety.  He  speaks 
strongly  about  England’s  now-abolished 
sodomy  laws.  His  narration  concerning 
Wilde’s  love  for  Bosie  Douglas  is  particular¬ 
ly  touching,  probably  because  the  author 
personally  knew  Douglas.  Yet  he  speaks 
absurdly  about  Wilde’s  marriage,  “A  man 
of  predominantly  homosexual  proclivities 
...frequently  makes  a  superlatively  good 
husband.  He  has  ideas  on  house  and  de¬ 
coration  and  entertainment,  he  responds 
to  her  articulate  and  not  over-demanding 
urges  with  romantic  if  not  quite  realistic 
gusto. ..He  designs  his  wife’s  clothes  and  is

charming  with  her  friends  without  giving 
her  cause  for  jealousy.  If  after  all  that  he 
demands  an  occasional  night  in  a  Turkish 
bath  or  a  holiday  with  a  male  friend,  the 
wife  probably  realizes  that  she  would  be 
a  fool  to  complain”  (p.  99).  Rubbish. 

Very  oddly,  Croft-Cooke  merely  skims 
over  the  trials,  of  which  there  were  three. 
He  begins  his  chapt  er  on  the  trials  by  say¬ 
ing  they  have  been  recapitulated  in  num¬ 
erous  other  places.  This  may  be  so,  but  he 
should  not  allow  his  boredom  with  an  as¬ 
pect  of  Wilde’s  life  he  knows  well  to  be 
our  loss. 

Similarly  missing  is  any  discussion  of 
the  relationship  between  Wilde’s  life  and 
his  works,  which  is  the  real  point  of  hav¬ 
ing  a  factual  biography  about  a  homosex¬ 
ual  artist.  Wilde  was  questioned  extensive¬ 
ly  on  The  Picture  of  Dorian  Gray  during 
the  trials,  but  it  is  barely  mentioned  in 
The  Unrecorded  Life.  However,  Wilde 
wrote  his  best  play,  the  frivolous  The  Im¬ 
portance  of  Being  Earnest,  while  undergo¬ 
ing  one  of  the  most  difficult  periods  of  his 
life.  Croft-Cooke,  typically,  refuses  to 
comment  on  this  disparity— if  it  is  one— as 
well. 

So,  basically,  The  Unrecorded  Life  is  a 
very  uneven  book  in  quality,  and  unfortun¬ 
ately  it  is  not  intellectually  satisfying.  The 
lists  of  boys  whom  Wilde  seduced  is  boring 
to  read.  The  book  is  factual,  but  far  from 
complete,  and  in  its  omissions  it  fails  to 
get  to  the  roots  of  Wilde’s  complex  person¬ 
ality.  So  a  biographer’s  task  is  still  not 
fulfilled  in  the  case  of  Oscar  Wilde,  that 
task  being  to  relate  honestly  and  in  detail 
the  life  and  personality  of  the  subject  in 
light  of  his  works.  The  Unrecorded  Life 
fills  in  gaps  in  what  we  know  about  Wilde 
but  it  leaves  others  as  well. 


Speaking  for  Myself

The  “gay  churches”  are,  it  seems  to  me, 
a  sham  and  a  fraud.  They  don’t  work.  By 
trying  to  have  something  for  everyone, 
which  seems  to  be  their  goal,  they  end  up 
having  nothing  for  anyone. 

You’ve  probably  heard  people  say,  “I’m 
all  for  relevant  religion  that  is  free  and  a- 
live  and  where  the  action  is,  but  institu- 
tional  religion  turns  me  off.”  That  seems, 
from  my  observations,  to  be  the  main  po¬ 
sition  of  most  gay  churches.  Yet  it’s  a 
contradiction  in  terms. 

Religion,  if  it  is  to  be  religion  at  all, 
must  be  institutionalized  and  articulated 
in  organization  and  service  and  liturgy  and 
art.  That  is  what  religion  is.  There  can  no 
more  be  non-institutionalized  religion  than 
there  can  be  a  bodiless  body.  Flesh  and 
spirit  and  deeds  of  religion,  any  religion, 
are  inseparable. 

Why  “gay  churches”  anyway?  It  seems 
at  cross-purposes  to  the  whole  idea  of  gay 
liberation,  and  who  needs  another  “separ¬ 
atist”  organization?  Why  not  work,  as 
many  gay  people  are  doing,  at  changing

the  attitudes  of  the  established  Christian 
churches?  Or  just  leave  the  church  alto¬ 
gether?  The  gay  churches  can’t  answer 
these  question:  there  seem  to  be  several 
reasons  why  they  cannot. 

The  gay  churches  confuse  freedom  and 
anarchy.  Doing  your  own  thing  isn’t  free¬ 
dom,  it’s  anarchy.  It’s  also  selfish  and  not 
very  productive.  Jesus  said,  “Love  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself.”  But  the  gay  churches 
seem  to  have  translated  that  as  “Love  thy¬ 
self.” 

The  gay  churches  have  plundered  the 
trappings  of  established  churches,  leaving 
the  substance  behind.  Instead  of  creating 
fresh,  new,  relevant  liturgies  and  theology, 
they  have  simply  plagarized  and  subverted 
existing  ones.  The  result  is  incoherency 
without  form,  style,  or  living  substance. 

It’s  a  facade  which  deceives  no  one. 

Gay  church  services  are  more  like 
pseudo-religious  drag  shows  than  meaning¬ 
ful  worship.  They  are  parodies  of  Christ¬ 
ian  worship,  having  some  of  the  form  but 
none  of  the  vital  substance.  Tiny  congre¬ 
gations,  and  the  casual  behavior  of  the  few 
who  do  attend,  poipt  up  their  lack  of 


meaning  and  their  lack  of  ability  to  create 
a  sense  of  communal  worship. 

Social  outreach  programs,  too,  are  mere 
travesties,  a  mimicking  of  programs  and 
groups  which  the  established  churches  are 
rapidly  discarding  because  they  cannot 
meet  people’s  needs.  Yet  the  gay  churches 
persevere,  complaining  all  the  way  about 
lack  of  gay  community  support. 

A  church,  a  religion,  is  people  gather¬ 
ing  together  in  shared  beliefs.  They  wor¬ 
ship  together  to  express  that  belief,  and 
then  take  it  to  the  world  through  their 
lives  and  deeds.  To  do  that,  the  gay 
churches  must  “institutionalize”  with  real, 
relevant,  meaningful  creeds,  liturgies,  and 
theology  which  are  more  than  just  a  par- 
rotting  of  the  established  churches.  And 
unless  they  do  that,  the  gay  churches  won’t 
succeed. 

Gay  liberation  depends,  ultimately,  on 
gay  people  truly  caring  for,  and  sharing 
the  concerns  of,  other  gay  people.  Ab¬ 
sorbed  in  petty  ego  trips  and  trivial  inter- 
nicine  quarrels,  the  gay  churches  fail  to 
understand  or  act  on  that  simple  message. 
They  are  a  sham  and  a  fraud  until  they  do.

GAYS  WILL  PAY  IN  '76

In  the  United  States  today,  there  are 
fifteen  cities  that  provide  some  sort  of  le¬ 
gal  protections  for  homosexuals.  Cities, 
you  will  note,  not  states.  Massachusetts 
may  strengthen  its  reputation  as  “the  one 
and  only”  in  1975  as  the  only  state  with 
discrimination  protections  for  gays.  There 
are  a  number  of  reasons  for  it. 

Boston  is  not  a  terribly  large  city,  mak¬ 
ing  for  less  than  a  third  of  the  area  com¬ 
monly  called  “Greater  Boston”.  General 
discrimination  laws  passed  for  the  city  of 
Boston  alone  would  leave  out  the  majority 
of  persons  around  Boston. 

Furthermore,  not  everyone  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  lives  in  “Greater  Boston.”  Gays 
in  Great  Barrington,  Provincetown,  and 
South  Hadley  would  all  have  no  interest 
in  the  gay  movement  if  it  were  confined 
to  a  Boston-only  effort. 

A  third  reason  for  the  state-wide  effort 
regarding  gay  rights  legislation  has  been 
the  traditional  membership  of  many  of 
the  area’s  original  gay  organizations.  The 
prime  movers  a  few  years  ago  hailed  not 
from  Boston,  but  from  such  outlying  areas 
as  Lynn,  Brockton,  Lowell,  and,  yes  folks, 
even  Winthrop. 

The  city  of  Boston  does  not  deserve  its 
reputation  as  a  “liberal”  city.  Clearly,  the 
intelligensia  of  the  city,  a  la  B.U.,  Emer¬ 
son,  and  their  neighbors  across  the  river, 
M.I.T.  and  Harvard  play  some  part  in  de¬ 
termining  that  image,  but  more  important 
are  the  neighborhoods  that  send  to  Bos¬ 
ton  its  most  influential  leaders:  Boston 
Globe  -editor  Tom  Winship  lives  in  Lincoln, 
WNA’C  General  Manager  James  Cooper- 
smith  lives  in  Marblehead,  His  Excellency 
Judge  Garrity  resides  in  Wellesley  along 
with  the  leaders  of  Common  Cause  and 
the  League  of  Women  Voters,  while  such 
places  as  Saugus,  Newton,  and  Wakefield 
send  Boston  even  more  “leaders”. 

Boston’s  Plan  E  government— i.e.,  “at- 
large”  representation  on  the  City  Council 
and  School  Committee— makes  matters 
worse.  Neighborhoods  like  East  Boston, 
the  South  End,  Charlestown,  and  the 
Back  Bay  never  get  any  representation  be¬ 


cause  the  well-organized  voters  in  South 
Boston  and  the  high-numbered  Dorchest- 
er/Roslindale  wards  gobble  up  all  the  a- 
vailable  seats  by  voting  for  their  own. 
Hence,  people  like  Louise  Day  Hicks  and 
John  Kerrigan  consistently  top  the  field 
in  the  City  Council  elections,  while  the 
voters  of  Beacon  Hill  haven’t  had  a  voice 
in  the  City  Council  or  School  Committee 
in  years.

Larry  DiCara  and  James  Michael  Con- 
nolly-the  two  city  councillors  who  have 
been  most  helpful  to  gays  on  the  city  lev¬ 
el-are  the  two  council  members  whose 
seats  may  be  in  the  most  danger  next  year, 
as  race-baiting  Kerrigan  engages  in  a  game 
of  musical  chairs,  moving  from  the  School 
•Coinmittea  to  City  Council  now  that  the 
salary  has  been  almost  doubled. 

The  reason  why  people  like  Kerrigan 
and  Hicks  come  to  power  as  they  do  is  be¬ 
cause  the  voters  of  such  areas  as  the  Back 
Bay,  Beacon  Hill,  and  South  End  (with 
heavily  gay  populations)  simply  do  not 
turn  oufcto  vote  in  city  preliminary  and 
general  elections.  And  as  the  furor  over 
busing  continues,  the  regular  voters  of 
Southie  and  Dorchester  will  continue 
their  domination  of  city  government. 

This  can  be  changed  if  more  gay  peo¬ 
ple  in  Boston  registered  to  vote,  and  voted 
when  they  should. 

The  two  schools  of  thought  thus  dis¬ 
cussed— that  of  the  city’s  veritable  non¬ 
role  in  the  work  of  a  die-hard  gay  libera- 
tionist,  and  the  needed  gay  influence  in 
next  year’s  city  elections-would  appear 
to  contradict  each  other.  And  ordinarily, 
they  would.  But  there  is  a  connection. 

That  connection  is  known  as  the  Mayor. 

The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston  has 
more  power-that  is,  in  terms  of  people, 


jobs,  influence,  and  politics— than  just  a- 
bout  any  other  political  figure  in  the  state. 
The  city  charter  is  arranged  so  that  the 
vast  majority  of  city  boards  and  employ¬ 
ees  are  reportable  to  him  and  him  alone, 
which  is  why  “Kevin  White’s  People”  can 
help  elect  such  figures  as  State  Senator 
Michael  LoPresti  in  areas  like  East  Boston 
and  the  North  End,  where  White’s  unpop¬ 
ularity  is  second  only  to  South  Boston. 

So  where  do  gay  people  figure  into  all  of 
this? 

In  a  few  places,  but  in  important  ones. 
For  Boston  gays,  the  Police  Department 
is  probably  the  agency  which  they  have— 
or  are  afraid  to  have— the  most  contact 
with.  Before  Mayor  White  brought  in 
Commissioner  Robert  J.  DiGrazia  almost 
two  years  ago,  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  was  so  infested  with  disorganization 
and  corruption  as  to  make  New  York’s 
Knapp  Commission  choke.  And  while 
there  have  been  major  policy  differences 
between  the  gay  community  and  DiGrazia 
-most  significantly  and  immediately  the 
now-notorious  situation  regarding  FIO  re¬ 
ports  on  “The  Block”-he  has  shown  him¬ 
self  at  all  times  to  be  a  person  who  listens. 

In  addition  to  the  appointment  of  Di¬ 
Grazia  (and  anyone  who  is  constantly  be¬ 
ing  sued  by  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmens 
Association  can’t  be  all  bad!),  there  are 
other  appointments  in  his  administration 
of  interest  to  gays.  Bob  Schwartz,  his 
education  advisor,  and  Ann  Lewis,  his 
out-going  administrative  assistant  and 
Barney  Frank’s  sister,  were  both  active  in 
Elaine  Noble’s  successful  campaign  for 
state  representative  this  year. 

White’s  opponents  next  year  will  in¬ 
clude  two  of  the  most  vapidly  anti-gay 
politicians  in  the  city:  State  Senator  Wil¬ 
liam  Bulger  of  South  Boston,  and  Senator 
Joseph  Timilty  of  Mattapan,  a  former  Ci¬ 
ty  Councillor. 

Bulger,  who  held  his  first  $100-a-plate 
fund-raiser  last  week,  is  reportedly  running 
because  he  is  unhappy  with  the  new  Sen¬ 
ate  district  that  he  now  has,  which  forces 
him  to  answer  not  only  to  the  voters  of 


the  South  Boston  mentality,  but  to  people 
in  Allston,  the  Back  Bay,  and  Beacon  Hill. 
Since  a  political  compromise  between  the 
two  constituencies  would  be  a  contortion¬ 
ist’s  feat  at  best,  Bulger  has  decided  to  get 
out  of  the  Senate  and  try  for  Mayor.  He’s 
got  the  best  shot  at  White,  and  to  sum  up 
his  politics,  it  would  be  sufficient  to  say 
that  he  has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of 
a  very  few  Senators  to  have  an  ADA  rat¬ 
ing  that  is  over  95%  wrong,  and  that  he 
changes  lapel  pins  from  “Stop  Busing”  to 
“No  Fags  in  My  District”  daily. 

Timilty’s  a  bit  better— he  supports  the 
de-criminalization  of  marijuana— but  still 
lives  with  the  memories  of  his  tag-rolling 
days  down  at  the  Falmouth  Yacht  Club, 
according  to  an  old  classmate  of  his.  So 
while  The  Globe's  Michael  Kenney  may 
keep  insisting  that  Timilty’s  “way  out  on 
the  left,”  Boston  gays  could  have  a  justi¬ 
fiable  fear  of  bar-raids  and  closed  com¬ 
munication-lines  under  Mayor  Timilty. 
They  say  he  doesn’t  like  Barney  Frank. 

State  Rep.  Raymond  Flynn  of  South 
Boston,  a  rising  star  over  the  horizon  who 
seems  like  a  cross  between  George  Wallace 
and  Fred  Flintsone,  is  going  to  be  an  also- 
ran  (his  bumper  stickers  are  already  out), 
but  he  isn’t  taken  seriously,  and  really,  do 
even  the  people  of  South  Boston  deserve 
him! 

In  the  City  Council,  as  stated  previous¬ 
ly,  Larry  DiCara  and  Jim  Connolly  have 
been  extremely  helpful  to  Boston  gays— 
especially  in  matters  involving  gay  city 
employees  and  police  hassles.  They  de¬ 
serve  gay  support. 

In  summation,  then,  the  1975  election 
in  the  city  of  Boston  has  as  much  signifi¬ 
cance  as  insignificance  to  Boston  gays. 

But  to  ignore  it  in  1975  may  mean  pay¬ 
ing  for  it  in  1976.
